You've 
bably sighted a Praying Mantis, a 
relative of the grasshopper 
completely harmless to humans. 

Comparatively new to this area, 


pro- 


| the Praying Mantis has become 
| increasingly evident in New 
England in the last 10 years, It is 


still unfamiliar to many however, 
and each summer the Museum is 
besieged by telephone calls 
asking, ‘‘What is it?’’ 

Because the insect reaches its 
adult stage — and looks its | 
strangest — in late summer, the 
Museum of Science has come to 


think of August as ‘‘Mantis month’’ 
and anticipates scores of inquiries 
at this time. 

According to the Museum’s 
Education Associate Edward D. 
Pearce, the Praying Mantis should 
be looked upon as friend, since it 
feeds mainly on garden pests. 


Although it preys on insects, it 
actually gets its name from its 
characteristic pose of front legs 
tucked under chin as though it 
| were saying its prayers, Pearce 
points out. In various other sec 
tions of the country it has been | 
called by such other names as 


devil’s rear horse, soothsayer, and 


| mule-killer. 


(This last name springs from an 


| erroneous belief that the brownish 


fluid exuded from the insect’s 
mouth is fatal to mules). 
Commonly found in southern or 
tropical regions, Mantises, or 
Mantids, have been hitch-hiking 
farther north each year. ‘The 
variety generally found in Mas- 
sachusetts is the E suropean Mantis, 
tan or pale green in color, and 
about two inches long. A larger 
green variety, the Chinese Mantis, 
runs five inches full-grown and is 


now becoming established in this | 


area. 

Both kinds can be easily re- 
cognized by _ their almost-weird 
appearance. Best described as 


long and skinny, they walk slowly, 
Their two 
front legs, which they use to catch 
food, are held forward in the bent, 
or ‘‘praying’’ position, Viewed 
from the front, the Praying Mantid’s 
head is triangular in shape and 
loosely joined to the body so that 
it can move freely.

Perhaps the kindest thing you 
can do, advises Pearce, to 
keep your Mantis just a short time, 
perhaps a week.

Incidentally, because the Pray- 
ing Mantis does prey garden 
pests, it has become the basis for 
a very interesting new industry.

it reaches Wood Hill to avoid an| 


expensive cut, and later an ex- 
tensive filling job, 

Hagzett’s Pond rd. will be re- 
located some 200 feet easterly 
of its present location, and a bend 
will be straightened out. Route 
110 will pass over this town 
Street, 

Wood Will rd. and High Plain rd. 
will dead end at the new hi ghway. 

The engineers said this results 
from a comparison of the cost of 


constructing an overpass, as | 
opposed to the value of the land | 


that is being cut off. 


Town officials were disturbed | 


at the dead ending of Hizh Plain 
rd., pointing out that one of the 
best residential areas of the future 
will be stranded. 

Emergency services and other 
transportation would, of necessity, 
have to go around by River rd., 


and down Boutwell rd., to reach | 


the area proposed to be cut off 
from the rest of the town. 

In this western end of the high- 
way, a scenic dividing strip will 
completely hide one part of the 


highway from the other. The roads | 
will be 100-250 feet apart and at | 


different elevations. 
Route 93 Interchange 

The proposed interchange at 
Route 93 involves constructing 
Route 110 above the new Rt. 93. 

The interchange is primarily 
one between the two major high- 
ways, rather than for local access. 

The location of this massive 
interchange is spotted about one 
mile north of Lowell st., about at 
the location of the Tisbert farm. 

Route 110, maintaining rather a 
wide center strip, will continue 
easterly, passing under Green- 
wood rd. Chandler rd. will also be 
an overpass above the new high- 
way. But Beacon st. will be under 
the new road. 
Tight Squeeze 

The engineers said they have 
been able to squeeze the road 
into an area, as it runs towards 
No. Main st., that just by-passes 


| the Sacred Heart Cemetery. 


Corbett st. will run over the new 
highway. 

The next major construction step 
would be at the North Main st. 
interchange, where a large area 
would be affected. 

This major access-egress would 


| seem to be located almost exactly 


at Scanlon’s restaurant, with the 
ramps spreading out from there. 


McKenney Circle 
Of immediate concern to the 


| Selectmen and members of the

Although the circle doesn’t
